Of the 664 target topics, the percentage under each category that 
selections were made .for this publication were as follows,: reading (includes ; -, , 
/emedial andVecreational reading, and reading enrichment) = 23 percent; science = 
10 percent; -mathematics = 13 'percent-; social studies = seven percent; language = 
eight percent; study skills = four percent; library skills = seven percent; art/ 
. muster = six percent; map'skills = four percent; computer - four percent; health = 
';' two percent; and^.other topics, = 12 percent. . 1 

Criteria in addition to subject areas that were considered tn. making the 
selection were clarity of initial program description, relationship of one's ^ 
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evaluation plan to the objective(s) cited,' degree of match between orfe's final 
project evaluation and the initial or revised objectives ,^ and t^e reported 
success of program implementation. Considerations related to the last criterion 
must be addressed. Exemplary programs were not selected on the basi^of high 
evaluations alone. All of the other criteria were, also considered. On a. ten-, 
point evaluation scale with ten as the htgijest possible rating, a project with 
a five-point rating may have been selected over one with a ten-point rating, 
if the project with the lower rating were exceptional by the other criteria 
used in making the selections. \ ,

Target Group Objectives: 



After attending a workshop the kindergarten teacher implemented a technique 
that appeared appropriate for enhancing the pre-reading skills of kindergarten, 
students and readtng skills of first-graders. In a pilot study the teacher 
found the students eager to try the new approach called "Success." The stated 
pbjective was to increase the vocabulary of kindergarten and f\rst-grade students 
and to increase thair attention span during silent reading time. 



Methods and Materials Used; . 

Title IV B funds were used to purchase dictionaries, word books and high interest 
story bQoksTor children on the'K-l levels. Sixty-four high-interest level books 
and "first dictionaries" were purchased from Follett Library Book Service. Books 
included the "Little Monster" series, "Richard Scarrys" series, and "Charlie 
Broum" series. These materials were used together with^word charts to stimulate 
interest in vocabulary and reading. At various intervals* (planned weekly) the 
amount of reading time was measured for kindergarten and first-grade students.

Targeted kindergarten students increased their average reading time from two ^ 
minutes at the* beginning of the school year to eight and one-half minutes at 
the end. The teacher reported that the picture identification skills and 
basic vocabulary of these students had been strengthened. First graders in- 
creased their silent recreational reading attention span from 10 minutes to vJ, 
30-45 minutes. They also achieved a class mean score of 84th percentile rank 
on the National Standard Vocabulary Examination.

Target Group Objectives: 

Teachers at Faith Lutheran" use the ^Lcmguage .Expffienee"- approach to reading 
which encourages readings based upon student interest. Teachers Viewed their 
reading materials as inadequate in meeting the interests and needs of the 
students. Teachers also observed a reluctance on the part of students to read 
independently. The stated of^ective wats to increase the n umber »of, books -read 
by targeted students and toihave thes$ students feel more positive about selecting 
books independently.. 



Methods and Materials Used: , . 

Title IV B funds were used to select books appropriate for the reading levels 
and interests of the targeted students. A wide selection of books on" pl^nt, and 
animal life, health, and other topics were obtained primarily from Follett 
Library BooL Company and also from 17 additional publishers. Silent sustained 
reading time, as well as in class reading time, was provided for the students. 
All students kept records of the number of books read. Teachers observed the 
attitudes of students in selecting materials independently. 



Results: 

Twenty-one students read a total of 428 books during 1981- '82 , compared with 
220 books that those same students read the year before. These figures reflect 
a 95 percent increase in the total number of books that were read by the same 
students from one year to the next. Every student increased the number of 
books that she/he read. The most dramatic changes occurred among the six and 
seven-year old students.

The school chose books containing literature appropriate to grades 3 and 4 wjiich 
they felt contained "good" literature. Students were exposed to the new sefec- * 
tions in a "touch-n~see" session before the books were shelved or placed on 
mobile carts for use* in the classroom. During the "touch-n-see" session, stu- 
dents sat on the outside of a large circle made with the new books. When a signal 
was given, each student picked up the book in fro/it .of him/her and thumbed 
through the book. Given another signal , students rotated to the next new book 
until they had the opportunity to examine each new book and learn a small bit of 
information about each book. Teachers take the students to the library for bi- 
weekly visits in addition to allowing them to select books' from the mobile carts 
in the classroom.

Attainment of the objective was measured by comparing the results of the Reading 
Comprehension Section of the Stanford Achievement Tes v t at the end of this school* 
year with the results from the previous school year. Such comparison showed that 
56 of the Target Group gained the proposed 1.2 grade level pf growth over the

Teacher-made tests were administered twice weekly in March, April, and May. 
These tests were passed by 15 out of 17 first graders and were passed by 11 
of the 12 second graders. The supplementary reading materials were viewed by 
teachers as having been very beneficial to the vast majority of students.

SCHOOL DATA: Gil lis Home for Children, located in Kansas City and Jackson 

County, is a special school for psychiatric referrals 
(emotional disorders) and serves students in grades 1-8. 



Target Group Objectives: 

All students placed in the Gil lis Home for Children were psychiatric referrals 
to the ..school . Teachers observed that these students had very little knowledge 
about- the effects of diet on their bodies. The stated objective was to increase 
student awareness of a balanced diet and its benefits to their overall health by 
having at least 90 percent of the students to identify the four basic food groups 
and plan a balanced menu for a day, including breakfast, lunch, and dinner. 



Methods and Materials Used; 

Title IV B funds were used to purchase supplementary science books, tapes, and 
filmstrips. Filmstrips on "A Healthy You" and "Good Health" by Learning Tree 
Filmstrips were purchased. "Nutrition for You" by Educational Activities, "The 
Human Body," and "Beginning Health and Nutrition" by Rio Grande, and other 
supplemental reading materials were obtained with Title IV B funds. Teachers 
used the supplementary materials to reinforce the health .science concepts being 
taught. Teachers conducted small group activities once a Week for 30 minutes 
using either demonstrations, experiments, or discussion groups to teach the 
concepts.

From pretests to posttests, students gained 48 percent in their ability to 
identify the four basic food groups and to plan a balanced menu.

The second section of the Trailblazevs provides statistical data on 
the growth of Project PEP Title IV-B and its status through the 198:l-'82 
school year with some data on the upcoming year. 

In the report to Washington in 1977--'78, the Missouri Department of 
Education reported'that 13,000 nonpubl ic school students participated in 
Title IV B benefits. The table on page 44 indicates the change that has 
occurred since the "bypass" has been invoked. This Trailblazevs '81- "82 
reports on 453 schools serving 111,017 students and also provides some data 
on the ; /82-'83 school year. 

In 1981- "82, 81 of the participating school s were .classified as secondary, 
teaching grade level s« 9, 10, 11, and/or 12 in their patterns of organization with 
an enrollment o1y33,0l0 students. There were 29 different patterns of organi- 
zation among the 453 participant schools; however, K-8 is the most frequently 
found pattern of organization at the elementary --level and 9-12 at the secondary. 

Eighty-five percent of the student participants are enrolled in Catholic 
schools which represent 77 percent of the schools. Thirteen percent are 
Lutheran schools and the other 10' percent are representative of five different 
denominational or religious groups or are independent and/or special purpose 
schools, > /
